You should also save tissue 
paper and ribbon used as gift wrapping, plus 
cellophane and foil sweet wrappers as they are 
always useful for decoration.

You can buy 
clear template plastic in various sizes 

and cut it with scissors to create

Costumes can be expensive to buy or hire, but 

everyday clothes can easily be recycled and disguised 

as the garb of warty witches, marvellous magicians ; i 
and gruesome ghosts. . 

And the good news is that you can create a 
deliciously horrible outfit in no time at all. 

The essential ingredients are usually some 
sweatshirts and pants, coloured tights, plenty of 
crépe paper, clothes dye, a little imagination and a 
big sense of humour. 

When making costumes, very little or no 
sewing Is the order of the day. The one point 
to remember is that costumes and cloaks 
should not be so long that you trip 
over them. So cut them off a few 
centimetres above the ground. 


PuMpKin 

The jolliest costume of all has to be a 
Jack o' Lantern as you have to be bright 

orange. Or if green is your favourite colour, 

go as a gourd instead! In fact gourds, 

although very similar to pumpkins in many ways, 

can be almost any shape, size or colour.

In the autumn, spiders’ webs are 
everywhere.

Mytitie Web 


This project is suitable for older children. Some spiders have special bristles on 
their back legs which they use to comb their silk into a sticky, woolly mass to trap 
flies. Take four lengths of craft wire, each about 60cm (24in) long, and twist 
them together at the centre, so that you have eight radiating spokes. Take 
“another length of wire and twist it round each spoke to create the web, making 
_ at least three rows of cross threads. 


When the wire runs out, just twist another length onto the end and carry on. 
Don’t worry if the web twists out of shape — just bend it back! Stretch out a 
length of fluffy white wool and tie it between the spokes. Glue on spider confetti 
or joke flies and hang the web from the ceiling above eye level (because of the 
wire spokes) where it will catch a draught and spin around.

are ideal)
